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The entire matter of Oswalds "Undesirable* 1 
discharge needs to be taken up as a separate subject. 
Certainly the 11C and militery security interests would ’ 
Justify some action cf the part of officials, but all 
the facts surrounding the manner in which this was 
handled should be brou^it out on the record. h e r* is 
something that historians will always look at —especially 
those seeking to find samepschological reason for Oswalds 
later actions. Tfcey willwant to know the facts and 
th r record should show the facts. 

*uch h:ia been made of the letters written by L ee 
from Russia asking for a rectification of what he thought 
•was an injustice. These letters in early publicity were 
cited as "thre ts" to Gov. Connally, and it is a question 

of motivation that could bear on Kennedy's also being a 
target. 

•^hus far there is little to indicate that this griev- 
ance continued to fester after L e e got back. H ia mother 
mentioned it and te said (see V 0 1. 2), "D 0 n' t worry about 
that." h e seems to more or less have accepted it af* r 
returning to the Us becaus* he showed little interest in 
following the matter up. H e told his mother he intended to 
visit Washington on his return but we have no indication 
that he did. She interprets this as further indication he 
was an agent (that he might visit Washington.) It is more 
likely th it h*- had in mind checking on his discharge. 
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
